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In the Claims: 

1. (Currently Amended) A computer readable media containing software for facilitating 
synchronization of web browsers, said software comprising instructions for a computer to: 

automatically identify first location indicia for a first web page loaded by an associated 
browser during a real-time communication session; [[and]] 

send the first l ocation indicia for the first web page over a network for loading on a 
remote browser running on a remote computer as part of the real-time communication session; 

receive second location indicia for a second web , pageJoaded bv the remote browser 
running on the Temote computer: 

load the second web pa&e on the associated browser based on the second locat ion indicia 
for the second web page; 

incorporate the first location indicia for the first web page in a first invite message 
wherein the instructions to send the first location indicia for the first web page over the network 
send the first invite message to the remote computer using session initiation protocol; 

wherein the instructions to receive the second location indicia for the second web page 
over the network includes instructions to receive a second in vite message from the remote 
computer, thereby forming a received invite message; and 

remove the second location indicia for the second web page from the received invite 
message . 

2. (Canceled). 

3. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 1 further comprising 
instructions to; 

[fa)]] query a user of the associated browser whether to send the first tocation indicia 
for the first web page for loading on the remote browser; 
[[b)]J receive a response to the query; and 

[[c)]] if the response is affirmative, send the fixsttocation indicia for the first web page 
for loading on the remote browser. 
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4. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 2 further comprising 
instructions to: 

[[a)]] upon receiving the second l ocation indicia for the second web page, query a user 
of the associated browser whether to load the second web page; 
[[b)]] receive a response to the query; and 

[[c)]] if the response is affirmative > effect loading of the second web page on the 
associated browser. 

5. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 1 further comprising 
instructions to send the first l ocation indicia for the first web page over the network for loading 
on a plurality of remote browsers. 

6. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 1 further comprising 
instructions to configure the associated browser to provide the first location indicia for the first 
web page upon loading the first web page. 

7. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 1 wherein said real-time 
communication session comprises a voice call. 

8. (Original) The computer readable media of claim 1 further comprising instructions to 
implement the associated browser wherein the associated browser is configured for web browser 
synchronization. 

9. (Canceled). 

10. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim [[9]] 17 further comprising 
instructions to: 

[[a)]] configure the associated browser to provide location indicia for a web page for 
sending to the remote browser, the web page initially selected by a user of the associated browser

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[[b)]] configure the associated browser to Teceive and load the web page initially 
selected by a user of the remote browser upon receiving the location indicia for the web page 
initially selected by the user of the remote browser, 

wherein the first web page is a web page initially selected by a user of the associated 
browser and the second web page is a web page mitia)ly selected by a user of the remote 
browser. 

(Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim [[9]] 17 wherein said real- 
time communication session comprises a voice calL 

12. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 1 1 wherein the real-time 
communication session is established .with a web interface device running in association with the 
remote browser on the remote computer. 

13. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 1 1 wherein the real-time 
communication session is established with the remote browser on the remote computer. 

14. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim [[9]] 17 wherein interaction 
with the associated browser is conducted via an application protocol interface. 

15. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim [[9]] 17 further comprising 
instructions to interact with the associated operating system to affect an a pplication a pplications 
protocol interface server. 

16. (Canceled). 

17. (Currently Amended) A computer readable media containing software for implementing 
a web browser interface device facilitating synchronization of web browsers, said software 
comprising instructions for a computer to: 

receive from an associated browser first location indicia for a first web page loaded by 
the associated browse r, thereby forming received location indicia: 
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send the first l ocation indicia for the first web page over a network for loading on a 
remote browser running on a remote computer; 

receive second l ocation indicia for a second web page loaded by the remote browser 
running on the remote computer; 

instruct the associated browser to load the second web page on the associated browser 
based on the secondlocation indicia for the second web page; [[and]] 

incorporate the received location indicia for the first web page in [[an]] a first invite 
message wherein the instructions to send the fijsllocation indicia for the first web page over the 
network send the firstinvite message to the remote computer using session initiation protocol; 
[[and]] 

wherein the instructions to receive the second l ocation indicia for the second web page 
over the network includes receiving [[an)] a second invite message from the remote computer* 
thereby forming a received invite message: and 

further comprising instructional remove the second location indicia for the second web 
page from the received invite message. 

18. (Currently Amended) A computer readable media containing software for implementing 
a web browser interface device facilitating synchronization of web browsers, said software 
comprising instructions for a computer to: 

during a real-time communication session: 

interact with an associated browser to receive a first u niform resource locator for a first 
web page initially selected to load by a user of the associated browser thereby forming a first 
received uniform resource locator . 

forward the first_uniform resource locator for the first web page across a network to load 
on a remote browser as part of the real-time communication session; 

receive a second uniform resource locator for a second web page selected by a remote 
user to load on the remote browser thereby forming a second received uniform resource locator : 
[[and]] 

effect loading of the second web page upon receiving the second u niform resource 
locator for the second web pagej 
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incorporate the first received uniform resource locator foT the first web page in a first 
invite message wherein the instructions to forward the first uniform resour ce locator for the first 
web page across the network send the invite message to the remote compu ter using session 
initiation protocol: 

wherein the instructions to receive the second uniform resource locator for a_s econd web 
page includes receiving a second invite message from the remote c omputer, thereby forming a 
received invite message: and 

remove the second uniform resource locator for the second web page from the received 

invite message . 

19. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 18 further comprising 
instructions to: 

[[a)]] query the user of the associated browser whether to send the first uniform 
resource locator location indicia for the first web page for loading on the remote browser, 
[[b)]] receive a response to the query; and 

[t c )]] if me response is affirmative, send the first uniform resource locator location 
indicia for the first web page for loading on the remote browser. 

20. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 18 further comprising 
instructions to: 

([a)]] upon receiving the second uniform resource locator location indicia for the second 
web page, query the user of the associated browser whether to load the second web page; 
[[b)]] receive a response to the query; and 

[[c)]] if the response is affirmative, effect loading of the second web page by the 
associated browser. 

21. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 18 further comprising 
instructions to send the first uniform resource locator location indioia for the first web page over 
the network for loading on a plurality of remote browsers. 
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22. (Currently Amended) A system for facilitating synchronization of web browsers 
comprising a central processing unit and a network interface providing for communications with 
a remote computer over a network, said central processing unit adapted to: 

run a local browser configured to download web pages based on location indicia during a 
real-time communication session, and 

obtain fioLlocation indicia for a first web page loaded by the local browser; 

send the first l ocation indicia for the first web page over a network for loading on a 
remote browser running on a remote computer as part of the real-time communication session; 

receive second l ocation indicia for a second web page loaded by the remote browser 
running on the remote computer; [[and]] 

load the second web page on the local browser based on the second location indicia for 
the second web page; 

incorporate the first location indicia for the first web page in a first invite message: 

wherein said central processing unit adapted to send the first location for the first web 

page over the network is adapted to send the first invite message to the remote computer using 
session initiation protocol: 

wherein said central processing unit adapted to receive the second location indicia for the 

second web page over the network is adapted to receive a second invite message from the remote 
computer, thereby forming a received invite message; 

remove the second location indicia for the second web page from the received invite 
message . 

23. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 22 wherein said central processing unit is 
further adapted to:

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24. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 22 wherein said central processing unit is 
further adapted to: 

[[g)]] upon receiving the second l ocation indicia for the second web page, query the 
user of the system whether to load the second web page; 

[[h)]] receive a response to the query from the user; and 

[[i)]] if the response is affirmative, effect loading of the second web page by the local 
browser. 

25. (Currently Amended) A system for facilitating synchronization of web browsers 
comprising a central processing unit and a network interface providing communication with 
remote computers over a network, said central processing unit adapted to: 

during a real-time communication session: 

run a local browser configured to download web pages based on location indicia, and 

run a browser interface device configured to: 

[[')]] obtain from the local browser first l ocation indicia for a first web page 
loaded by the local browser, the first web page initially selected by a user of the 
local browser; 

f[ii)]] send the first l ocation indicia for the first web page over a network for 
loading on a remote browser running on a remote computer as part of the real-time 
communication session;

message to the remote computer using session initiation protocol: 

receive a second invite message from the remote computer, thereby 

forming a received invite message; and 

remove the second location indicia for the second web page from the 

received invite message . 
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26. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 25 wherein said central processing unit is 
further adapted to; 

rU)D query the user of the system whether to send the first l ocation indicia for the first 
web page for loading on the remote browser; 

[[k)]] receive a response to the query from the user; and 

[[1)]] if the response is affirmative, send the first l ocation indicia for the first web page 
for loading on the remote browser. 

27. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 25 wherein said central processing unit is 
further adapted to: 

[[m)]] upon receiving the second location indicia for the second web page, query the 
user of the system whether to load the second web page; 

[[n))J receive a response to the query from the user; and 

[[°)]] if the response is affirmative, effect loading of the second web page by the local 
browser. 

28. (Currently Amended) A method facilitating synchronization of web browsers comprising: 
automatically identifying first l ocation indicia for a first web page loaded by a local 

browser during a real-time cornmunication session; 

sending the first l ocation indicia for the first web page over a network for loading on a 
remote browser running on a remote computer as part of the real-time communication session; 

receiving over the network second l ocation indicia for a second web page loaded by the 
remote browser limning on the remote computer; [[and]] 

effecting loading of the second web page on the associated browser based on the second 
location indicia for the second web page; 

incorporating the location indicia for the first web page in a first invite message; 

sending t he first invite message to the remote computer usingLsession initiation protocol: 

receiving a second in vite message from the remote computer, thereby forining a received 

invite message; and 
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removing the second location indicia for the second web page from the received invite 
message . 

29. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 28 further comprising: 

tfp)]] querying a user of the local browser whether to send the first location indicia for 
the first web page for loading on the remote browser, 
l[q)]] receiving a response to the query; and 

[[r)]] if the response is affirmative, sending the firstjocation indicia for the first web 
page for loading on the remote browser. 

30. (Currently Amended) The method claim 28 further comprising: 

[[s)j] upon receiving the second location indicia for the second web page, querying a 
user of the local browser whether to load the second web page; 
[[t)]] receiving a response to the query; and 

[[u)]] if the response is affirmative, effecting loading of the second web page on the 
local browser. 

31. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 28 further comprising sending the first 
location indicia for the first web page over the network for loading on a plurality of remote 
browsers. 

32. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 28 wherein the real-time communication 
session comprises a voice calL 

33. (Currently Amended) A method facilitating synchronization of web browsers comprising: 
receiving from a local browser first location indicia for a first web page loaded by the 

associated browser during a real-time communication session; 

sending the fiistjocation indicia for the first web page over a network for loading on a 
remote browser running on a remote computer as part of the real-time communication session; 

receiving s^gcorj^location indicia for a second web page loaded by the remote browser 
running on the remote computer, [[and]] 
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instructing the local browser to load the second web page on the local browser based on 
the second l ocation indicia for the second web page; 

incorporating the first locatjojjridicia for the first web page in a first invite message: 

sending the first invite message to the remote computer using session initiation protocol: 

receiving a second invite message from the remote computer, thereby forming a received 

invite message: and 

removing the second location indicia for the second web page from the received invite 

message . 

34. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 33 further comprising:

receiving a second uniform resource locator for a second web page selected by a remote 
user to load on the remote browser; [[and]] 

effecting loading of the second web page after receiving the sectHTdmuform resource 
locator for the second web page; 

incorporating the first uniform resou rce locator for the first web page in a first invite 

message: 
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wherein forwarding the first uniform resource locator for the first web page across the 

network includes fo rwarding the first invite message to the remote computer using session 
initiation protocol: 

wherein receiving the second uniform resource locator for the second web page over the 

network includes receiving a second invite message from the remote computer: and 

removing the second uniform resource locator for the second web page from the second 

invite message. 

36. (Currently Amended) A system for facilitating synchronization of web browsers 
comprising: 

means for conducting a real-time communication session; 

means for interacting with a local browser to receive a first uniform resource locator for a 
first web page initially selected to load by a user of the local browser; 

means for forwarding the first_uniform resource locator for first web across a network to 
load on a remote browser as part of the real-time communication session; 

means for receiving a second uniform resource locator for a second web page selected by 
a remote user to load on the remote browser, [[and]] 

means for affecting the load of the second web page after receiving the second u niform 
resource locator for the second web pagei 

means for incorporati ng the first uniform resource locator for the first web page in a first 

invite message: 

wherein said means for forwarding the first uniform resource locator ft>T the first web 

page across the network comprise s means for forwarding the first invite message to the remote 
computer using session i nitiation protocol: 

wherein said means fo r receiving the second uniform resource locator for the second web 

page over the network comprises means for receiving a second invite message from the remote 
computer; and 

means for removing the second uniform resour ce locator for the second web page from 

the second invite message . 
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
